IS REFERRED TO A COMMITTEE 


Meeting of the City Council Was 


Held Last Evening in Coun­ 


cil Chambers 


A meeting of the city council was 
held in chambers last night and in tho 
absence of President Johnson arni \ ice 
President Opsahl, Alderman Welladay 
took the chair. 
The following alder­ 
men wore present at roll call: 
< Gardner, 
Peterson, Squires, Armstrong, Farrar. 
Vice President Opsahl came in and took 
the chair. 
President Johnson came in 
later. 
The city clerk made his report on tho 
list of delinquent light subscribers and 
on motion he was instructed to furnish 
the superintendent with the list with 
instruction to shut tho lights otT in 
cases where the rent is not paid. 
The sidewalk committee made a ver­ 
bal report on the matter of repairing 
the sidewalk on Sixth and Main streets 
in front of and at the side of the J. J. 
Howe property. 
T he committee had 
been informed by Mr. Howe th at he 
would repair the walk, but that ho 
would just as soon give the lots to some­ 
one who would put a cement walk down 
at this time. 
The liquor license bond of L. Nelson 
was received last night and it was ap­ 
proved suject to the o. k. of the city a t­ 
torney. 
City Engineer Woolman brought up a 
matter which is of importance. 
It was 
in reference to the cleaning out of the 
septic tank in the big general sewer. 
He stated that on account of the high 
water in tin* spring that the condition 
at the tank was not what it ought to be 
and that it is especially important that 
it be cleaned out in view of the fact 
that Dr. Bracken, of the state board of 
health, will be here soon to advise with 
the city government regarding a water 
system. 
Alderman Farrar did not know 
any reason why the state board of 
health should not see conditions just as I 
they are and Alderman Gardnerexpress- 
ed a like opinion, but it was tinnily de­ 
cided to leave the matter in the hands 
of the city engineer and sewer commit­ 
tee with instructions to clean the tank 
out if they think adviseable. 
A communication was read from Al­ 
derman Andrew J. Miller, of the Third 
ward, tendering his resignation as a 
member of the council. 
He assigned 
as the reason for this action 
the fact 
that he had taken up his permanent 
residence elsewhere. 
In the communi­ 
cation he recommended that T. Towhey? 
of East Brainerd, be elected to till the 
vacancy. 
A resolution was adopted ordering 
the macadamizing of Eighth street be­ 
tween Laurel and Front st reets. 
City Clerk F. E. Low reported that 
his assistant, Cl. E. Nevers, had resign­ 
ed. Alderman Farrar moved th at the 
matter of engaging an assistant to the 
city clerk be left in the hands of a com­ 
mittee of three, as it was reported that 
the clerk had a scheme to lessen the ex­ 
pense of employing help in the office. 
This motion prevailed and President 
Johnson 
named

committee 
Messrs. Squires, Ha44-and Opsahl.

Alderman Squires 
reported a bad 
place on the Oak street road near the 
old driving park. 
The matter was re­ 
ferred to the street committee with 
power to act. 
The old tire department matter was 
given another airing last night when 
Alderman Peterson, of the Fourth ward, 
who by the way is the sponsor of the 
hose company in this ward, brought for­ 
ward amotion carefully typewritten set 
ting forth the desires of his constituents 


who are interested. The motion in its 
entirety read about as follows: “Moved 
that if any fire or hose company that is 
in good standing that are not satisfied 
with the present schedule that the city 
council of the city of Brainerd give the 
said company or companies their por­ 
tion of the state appropriation each 
year for the purpose of maintaining 
said hose company, except the $200 set 
aside by the council for the purpose of 
providing for sick and disabled firemen. 
Provided also that before any such mon­ 
eys shall bi* paid over to the treasurer 
of any such company the chief of the 
fire department, or in case of his ab­ 
sence the lirst assistant or the second 
assistant chief, together with the alder­ 
man from the ward in which the com­ 
pany is located, shall make a report to 
the city council whether the company 
has kept up its organization, drill and 
discipline to the proper .standard of 
usefulness and efficiency, and provided 
further than any such company is able 
to keep its membership up to lo in num­ 
ber such hose company shall receive tho 
sum of $ ---- based upon the actual 
membership of its members in good 
standing and it shrill bo the duty of the 
chief to make a report to the city coun­ 
cil as to the depletion of any organiza­ 
tion. T hat said money shall be used in 
buying uniforms for the members of 
the company.” 
The amount which Alderman Peter­ 
son was willing to have substituted was 
brought out in the discussion which fol­ 
lowed. 
He was willing that each com­ 
pany should receive 8100 a year. 
The 
motion found instantaneous arni em­ 
phatic opposition and so it was finally 
decided to refer the matter to a special 
committee to investigate and report at 
tho next meeting.

Sawyer and Adams employed counsel 
and both charged 
that Scott 
did the 
killing of the five men with the excep­

of Captain 
Rumill, who 
disap­ 
peared before daylight Tuesday morn­ 
ing in a manner of which they knew 
nothing.
